Approximately $41,000 has been 
provided for city purposes for 1940 
In the appropriations ordinance now 
being made up. Mr. Goodhallet ex­ 
plained. but the city has many out­ 
standing hi I lei. estimated at about 
$30,000, from last year. 
Council is not required to pay 
thens bills out of 1940 funds, Mr. 
Goodhallet said, unless they are 
on contracts or unless the auditor 
certified funds were on hand or In 
the process of collections.

would take care of a city street 
lighting bill of more than $11.0)8) 
and few other bills. Mr Goodhallet 
said, hut he asserted all the rest 
now are only "m oisi obligations''.

Mr Broomball was the only rep­ 
resentative of the pottery industry 
on the diversified program. 
His 
subject was "Creative I>nelopment 
in the Dinnerware Industry.” 
All lectures followed the meet­ 
ing theme. "Greative Development 
in Industry” Dr. Jam es M. Kelso, 
widely - know n 
archaeologist 
dis­ 
cussed recent excavations in the 
Holy Land and ancient living as 
revealed by pottery. 
Dr. Alexander Silverman of the 
University of Pittsburgh, an inter­ 
nationally-recognized authority on 
glass, discussed “ Modern Grecian 
Glass.” Other speakers were Mr. 
Wayland Gregory. New Yolk sculp­ 
tor who 
works entirely through 
the medium of clay; Mr. Don Had­ 
ley, 
industrial 
designer 
for 
the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manu­ 
facturing Co. and Mr. Daniel Boza, 
enamel artist of Cleveland. 
The program chairman was Prof. 
J. Palin Thorley of East Liverpool, 
who is director of ceramics at the 
University of Pittsburgh.

American market was being im­ 
ported. he said. “these first Ameri­ 
can pieces naturally were crude 
copies of foreign shape* and dec­
